Cou nty Au ditor Jesse 
Stone has 
completed a table of the 
appraised 
property v alu es in the v ariou s town­ 
ships in the cou nty since the assess­ 
ment has been completed. It shows a 
net gain of $15 5 ,8 10 worth of prop­ 
erty ov er that of the y ear prev iou s 
with the ex clu sion of Ru shv ille. The 
book s for the city hav e not y et been 
prepared so that an ex act report can 
be tak en from them. 
It was thou ght that the increase 
this y ear wou ld be greater than u su al 
du e to adv ice to the 
township 
a s­ 
sessors that the appraisement of real 
estate shou ld be increased 
fiv e per 
cent. This was believ ed to be carried 
ou t generally althou gh the increase is 
only abou t one per cent. 
The reason for the net loss 
being 
shown in three townships and two in­ 
corporated towns is du e to tLe de­ 
crease in the v alu e of personal prop­ 
erty . 
With two ex ceptions the ap­ 
praisement shows that the v alu e of 
the personal property is less than it 
was a y ear ago. 
In Jack s on town­ 
ship there is an increase of $7 ,7 10 
and in Noble township there is an in­ 
crease of $0,995 . 
In no case is a loss shown in the 
appraisement v alu es of real 
estate 
and improv ements. 
Were it not for 
the fact that the increase was made 
in the appraisement it is v ery lik ely 
that a decrease wou ld be 
shown in 
many instances. 
Althou gh there is a net 
gain 
of 
$15 5 ,8 10 in the total property v alu es 
in the cou nty , not inclu ding the city , 
fiv e div isions show a net loss as fol­ 
lows:

The beginning of the trou ble may ) 
be laid to the door of the new brick 
streets and the city water and light 
plant. 
When the Adams Constru c­ 
tion Company finished Main street, 
they cov ered it with 
sand. 
That 
sand, tramped by thou sands, soon be­ 
came du st and then the wind came 
along and carried it arou nd where it 
was not wanted. 
When it 
entered, 
u nwelcomed, many homes in the city , 
the hou sewiv es k ick ed. 
They were 
righteou sly indignant. 
Then they set abou t to hav e their 
hu sbands prev ail on the city cou ncil | 
to clean the streets. 
The hou sewiv es 
shou ld really be blamed for the be­ 
ginning of the trou ble since they most 
desire to be clean. 
All efforts failed 
to persu ade the city 
cou ncil 
that 
some of the obstriisiv e du st shou ld 
be gently remov ed from the street* 
and du mped in an 
obscu re 
place 
where it wou ld not be so trou blesome. 
Bu t the du st remained and it is there 
y et. The streets hav e been in u se for 
sev eral months. 
Finally the Retail Merchants As­ 
sociation mix ed it u p with the city 
cou ncil. 
The 
bu siness 
men 
com­ 
plained that they had eaten their al- 
loted peck of du st and 
that it was 
high time the pestiferou s stu ff was 
done away with. 
» It was su ggested 
that the bu siness men sprink le, bu t 
there was another problem—the city 
wou ld not fu rnish water for su ch a 
pu rpose on accou nt of the shortage. 
If tli.e du st cou ld not be settled by 
water, then the best thing to do was 
to remov e it, so the merchants de­ 
cided. 
The merchants again req u ested the 
city cou ncil to remov e 
the 
debris 
which had collected du ring the win­ 
ter months, hu t which had pu lv erized 
into fine particles of du st. 
Finally 
the city 
cou ncil was 
bothered so 
mu ch by u nwilling du st eaters, that 
the members 
did 
order 
a street 
sweeper. 
Many long week s of wait­ 
ing passed. 
The street sweeper nev ­ 
er quite g o t here. 
As a last reso rt at a meeting o f the 
merchants asso ciatio n o ne nig ht, it 
was sug g ested 
each business 
man 
sweep the street in fro nt o f his place 
o f business. This was do ne after the 
city had ag reed to haul away the dirt. 
This the city did fo r a time. 
Later 
the business jneu tired o f the 
jo b 
when the Tittle piles o f dirt remained 
in fro nt o f their sto res and the wind 
earned it ink» their places o f busi­ 
ness. 
But the o ther day the new 
street 
sweeper slipped into the city . It was

Alter Prosecutor Made Charge 


of Attempted Bribery. 


New York, May 30.—In the United 
States circuit court charges of at­ 
tempts to bribe the United States dis­ 
trict attorney and one of the jurors 
were made after Christopher C. Wil­ 
son, president of the United Wireless 
Telegraph company, and four of his 
associates had been convicted of mis­ 
use of the mails and conspiracy. They 
w’ere both sent to the Tombs without 
bail and a ten days’ stay granted them 
to give counsel time to prepare papers 
to the United States circuit court of 
appeals. The costs of the prosecution, 
estimated at $50,000, wrere entered 
against them separately and collec­ 
tively. 
The men found guilty by the jury 
and sentenced by Judge Martin are 
President Wilson, three years in At­ 
lanta federal pris n; Treasurer Wil­ 
liam A. Diboll, one year in the New 
York prison; Francis X. Butler, legal 
adviser, two years in Atlanta; William 
W Tomplins, president of the New' 
York stock selling agency for the 
wireless company,- one year in New* 
York prison; C. W. Parker, western 
agent, two years in Atlanta. 
District Attorney Henry A. Wise 
strenuously opposed a motion to ad­ 
mit the prisoners to bail pending mo­ 
tions for a new trial. 
“Tomorrow 
every man can put himself out of the 
reach of this court, for it is not an 
extraditable offense,” said Mr. Wise. 
“One of them is worth £1,000,000, and 
he’ll get away tonight if he has any 
sense. 
I urge most earnestly and 
strenuously that the court will not re­ 
lease these men." 
There was a minute’s delay and Mr. 
Wise seemed about to sit down. Then, 
red in the face, he said:
